CHICAGO, July 7. — Six dead and an in- 


definite number of injured is the record 
<if casualties lu the strike conflicts in 
Chicago for the day . The developments 
of Thursday vent far to convince all 
Chinking people that the gravity of the 
situation hail uot been appreciated by 
tho authorities or the people at la»ge. 


Persons who were here during the 


nulroad riots of 1877 and -who saw the 
atmosphere clear perceptibly when no 
more than SO bronzed and husky regu- 
lars from the plains inarched down 
Jladisou street and went into camp on 
the lake tent, wagged their headj 
inoviugly when three times that mun- 
te were ordered from Fort Sheridan, 
•comprising the three arms of the serv- 
ice, and said they would make short 
work of Mr. Dobs' followers. 
But after 


13 hour, of us patient and persistent 
"coolness and bravery under trying cir- 
cumstances as was ever seen, these same 
citizens and officers in command were 
forced to admit that things wore not as 
they were in 1S77, and that it was still 
a long mark to peace and tho resump- 
tion of unimpeded traffic on any of the 
railroads running out of Chicago. 


The developments of the night and 


those of the dav havo but confirmed the 
onvietion that nothing short of an 
overwhelming armed force, with iii- 
strnctious to shoot to kill, can settle tho 
trouble; or, as Colonel Croftou put it, 
"it has ceased to be a mere movement 
of troops and has become a campaign," 


The local and stato authorities have 


awakened to the critically grave nature 
of the strike mal.uly, which is afflicting 
the nation generally, but Chicago in 
particular, and are taking measures to 
apply adequate remedies. The city po- 
lice force has already been recruited up 
to over :i,iK)0 men, and by request of 
ilayor Hopkins and by order of Gov- 
ernor Altfeld, two brigades of stato 
militia have been ordered here to aid in 
qtiellmc the disturbances. 


At the nation's Capitol also the fact is 


recogm/td that the prevailing conditions 
are entirely out of oidinary and that 
provision must bo made for such a mass- 
ing of imhtiut; men as has never before 
been acea together iu the history of this 
nation in time of peace, if the authcuty 
and dignity of tho federation and the 
processes of its courts are not to be 
laughed to scorn for an indefinite time. 


The strike infection is so widespread 


and so menacing at many points that 
"the president and his advisers believe it 
would be umvibe to withdraw any more 
regular tioop-, from the county wost of 
Chicago. It is therefore in conteinpla- 
tion, :Jiould the forces, federal, state or 
•municip.il, already gathered here, be un- 
equal to the ta*k ot restoring order, to 
-send here the 10 companies stationed on 
'the Canadian border in the state of Now 
York, with the reserved intention, if 
larctmistaaces demand it, of exercising 
his right to call for 20,000 men from tho 
crack militia legiments of !New York 
and Pennsylvania. 


The day in Chicago was one of con- 


stant oLirms and calling for -police, dep- 
uty marshals and soldiers, here, there 
and everywhere, throughout 
a wide 


stretch of territory in the southern part 
of the city. Riot ran rampant through- 
out tho day, cars were overturned, 
switches broken and tracks obstructed 
in numerous ways, the. torch was applied 
hi numerous instances to cars, switch 
towers a.ud the like, not to mention an 
attempt to fire a part of the great Ar- 
mour packing plant; in fact, at ono time 
the incendiary blazes followed each 
other in such quick succession that the 
fire department wus put to ^traits to 
care for all of them. To add to the 
gravity of the situation, it was found 
that the strikers were interfering with 
the police, railroad and fire alarm tele- 
graph system, and in one or two in- 
stances policemen who were using the 
police telephone calls were stoned. 


In general, the order of things, com- 


pared with that of Thursday, was re- 
versed. Then the railroads were trying 
to break the blockade by sending trains 
out. 
Yesteiflay they recognized the fn- 


tility of that method qf prefecture and 
practically gave np any attempt at out- 
ward movement. But^ there were some 
incoming pa&seiigor trains on several of 
the roads together with a few of the 
regular Tniiv trains. Between these two 
classes of trailic the strikers managed to 
make trouble for nearly every road run- 
uiug in a southerly direction. The Fort 
Wayne, the Lake Shore, the Michigan

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significant feature of it is the carrying 
of the strike osist to Cleveland, tying np 
ml the connections of the seaboard 
Trunk lines there, with the promise 
that within the next few hours it will 
reach the Trunk lines themselves, and 
BO practically reach tho Atlantic sea- 
opard by tying np the railroads at 
Buffalo. Thus the strike would be ex- 
tended from ocean to ocean. 


There is no notable relief at tho points 


heretofore placed inider embargo, and 
tue situation at, Kansas City was com- 
plicated by the tying np of the Fort 
bcott road, thereby involving another 
southwestern lino. 


The Pacific coast remains in paralysis 


from which there are no indications of 
relief, and a significant note comes from 
Seattle, Wash., where the stevedores 
wore called out by tho chief of tha 
Knights of Labor to prevent tho unload- 
ing of a steamer from San Francisco, 
indicating that Grand Muster Workman 
Sovereign's promise to Debs to aid him 
in every possible way was not merely 
for effect. 


WAR MADE ON DEBS, 


Tho Order of HiiUwnj- Conductors I>o Not

DENVER, July 7.— Tho Order of Rail- 


way Conductors havo begun war upon 
E. V. Dobs, his older and the strike. 
Tho first step will be to expel from the 
order all members who have gone out 
on a strike on tho order of Uebs. This ! 
decision has beun arrived at becan&o of j 
several reasons. First, members of that 
order who stopped work violated the 
laws of the oidur; second, by their acts 
the striking members have wcsikeuecl 
tho influence of the order which has al- 
ways been so steong that it bus never 
been called upon to strike in order to 
gain a desired point. It is intended to 
ptuiish tho disobedience and to stop the 
weakening of tho order's influence.
